SITE UPDATE:

In September and October 2002, EPA Region
7 collected indoor air samples from homes near
the CCl dte. Sample results show that the
contaminated ground water, in the area, may be
affecting ar qudity in certain homes near the
gte.

EPA is planning to offer ventilation sysemsto a
number of resdents around the Site. The
system will vent the ground water contaminants
away from the homes.

EPA is aso planning aresponse action to
remove the soil pile and building from the CCl
dte. The action is expected to beginin the
spring of 2003.

BACKGROUND:

The CCl dteislisted on EPA’s Nationa
Priorities List under the Superfund Program.
The Superfund Program addresses hazardous
waste Sites. EPA iscurrently overseeing a
Remedid Investigation and Feasibility Study
(RI/FS) @t the dte. According to the RI results,
the ground water is contaminated with volatile
organic compounds or VOCs. The VOCs
have moved gpproximately two blocks to the
west of the former CCI property.

The EPA is planning aresponse action to
address ar quality in homes that may be
affected by the contaminated ground water
beneath the homes. The response action may
be conducted in phases.

Thefirg phase will congst of

# offering ventilation systems to certain
home owners near the site, and

# callecting air samples from other homes
close to those that receive a ventilation
system.

Sampling results will indicate whether more
ventilation systems are needed. If so, thena
phase two will be conducted to ingtal more
systems and collect air samples from other
homes. This step-wise gpproach will be
continued until sampling results indicate that
indoor ar qudity is not being affected by the
ground water.

Most homesin the area are built on crawl
gpace foundations. The ventilation systems
would be ingtaled in the crawl space aress.
More details about the ventilation sysems will
be provided a the availability sessons. All
home owners in the area are encouraged to
attend.

The ventilation systems can not be ingtalled
without the home owner’ s written consent.
EPA isworking to identify renta propertiesin
the affected areain order to invite the property
ownersto the availability sessons. EPA asks
that if you rent your home, please natify your
landlord of the availability sessons.
